Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer moving image file involves a boy apparently defecating. The Classification Office has 
considered whether it promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the use of excrement in 
association with degrading or dehumanising or sexual conduct, or the exploitation of children or 
young persons for sexual purposes under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 and concluded that it does not. While the conduct might be interpreted by some as sexual, 
there are other more innocent readings available and there is nothing exploitative about the situation. 
Although the video has a mildly degrading and demeaning tone it is unlikely to be injurious to the 
public good and therefore is classified as unrestricted. This classification places no limit on the 
right to freedom of expression afforded by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
